In this case, it means that 
the hours whích remain must be completed on campus; in other words, 
the extension course could not be counted. 


However disheartening thás may sound, it ís basically good news because 
most of you will be able to complete your requirements for the Masters 
degree during the two summer sessions of 5 weeks each. 


With reference to the summer program on campus, during the first session 
you will be taking one education course and Spanish 560, Teatro del 
Siglo de Oro, with Dr. Il&rraz. During the second session you will

of the 19th Century, with Miss Goyer. 


Those Cubans without the doctorate degree, receiving less than the

Sobre este particular nos gustaría someter & la consideración de ustedes 
algunos juícios particulares que consideremos de sumo interés en los momentos 
actusies. 


En primer lugar, algunos de ustedes se han dirigido e las agencias particilares 
de colocación en un efén de encontrar posiciones más elevadas. Queremos 
significarles que todas estas agencias cobran por este tipo de gestiones el 

5% del sueldo anual por el que se es contratado el primer año, (como un m{nimun).

segundo sho decontratacionbpera como una ratificación de la capacidad del maestro 
y au aceptación por la ,Cumuniásd y le escuela. No sucediendo lo mismo en el 
primer año de contración porrrazones abvias. 


En lo concerniente a posciones en colleges y universidades, queremos 
reiterarles la misma observación que hemos hecho en diversas éportunidades, 
avaladas por muchos años de experiencia en este tipo de actividades: sin 

un Master's degree, sin un Ph. D., y sin, dos o tres afios de setisfactoria 
experiencia en su actual posición, le probabilodad de pernamecer en un college 
o universidad pasados los dos o tres primeros elos es muy pequeña, ya que antes 
de que pudieran adquirir la antiguedad (tenure) necessarta que les diera cierta 
ínamovilidad en la posición, el college o universidad rescindiría vuestro 
contrato, porque ninguna institucion educacional acredítada suele dar 
antigüeded a miembros de su claustro sin títulos avanzados. 


Con esto nosotros no quermos decir en manere alguna que ustedes no senn un 
buen material para colleges y universidedes; nosotros lo que queremos decir
